Two Men Succeed While 
Two Others Fail. 


Four Chinese sappers of the Royal Engincers figured in two 
appeals againat sentences before the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGregor in the Appeal Court yesterday. 


Appellant in the first case was 
Sapper Ho Yau, and he appealed 
against santence of six months! hard 
Inbour imposed by Mr. R, A, D. 
Forrest, Firat Magistrate, on a charge 
of assault occasloning grievous bodily 
harm. Complainant was Tam Sing, 
and It was slated that the assault 
took plaice in Lockhart Road on 
Murch 6, 
-Mr, Peter H, Sin, for appellant, 
sald the appeal was brought on: the 
yround that there was no evidence 
to support the conviction. He asiced 
the Court to disregard the notes 
which the Magistrate had put at the 
end of the depositions, Because they 
were Inserted after the appeal had 
been lodged. . 

His Lordship remarked that the 
totes referred to were mot deposi- 
tions, and in any event they were 
immaterial. Complainant had stated 
that the hole In his jacket was made 
by a knife, and It was therefore pro- 
per to infer that the cut he hid re- 
ceived in the arm was made by such 
a weapon... .” 

Mr. Sin. submitted ‘that in oo 
erlminal case no'such inference could 
be made. Without the notes there 
wis no evidence of wounding, and 
because ‘the jacket was cut It could 
not be Inferred that the. skin was 


* broken. 


Counsel then quoted authorilics to 
show what constituted a wound. He 
contended that the conlinuity of the 
skin must be broker before It could 
be regarded os.o wound; a mere 
seratch even though the bone under- 
neath might be broken, was not 
enough, . Complainant had stated 
that he had never seen appellant, be- 
fore stabbing, but there was no evi- 
dence that the skin was broken or 
that any blood had come out of the 
wound. It might very well have 
been a bruise, Further, there was 
no medical evidence as to the nature 
of the Injury, and an Indian con- 
stable had testified that when he ap- 
proached the parties the complainant 
had made no mention of having been 
stabbed. 


Ample Evidence 


.-Mr. J...B..Prentls,. Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, submitted that there was 
ample evidence to show that the 
complainant’had been cut In the arm 
und chest, The Magistrate was per- 
fectly. justificd in making the note 
that a blood stained vest with ao hole 
in It had been produced, and to Infer 
from that that there had been a cut 
with a Knife. 3 

After commenting that the Magis- 
trate was perfectly entitled to muke 
notes referred to, his Lordship sald 
the case was unsatisfactory os the 
police evidence was extreme scanty, 
no knife had been produced, nor was 
there any evidence to ‘show that 
appellant had such a weapon. 

However,.his duty was only to find 


whether there was guMcient evidence ; 


to justify the conviction, and in this 
respect he found there had been an 
expressed statement by complainant 
that a knife had been used and that 
the use of such weapon had resulted 
in cuts in the arm and chest, as well 
as reference on two occasions In the 
depositions to'stabbing. In his: view 
there was clear evidence ‘of a wound, 
und the appeal must therefore be

EVIDENCE CONFLICTS 


Magistrate Discharges 
Accused Man 


Becuuse of contradictory evidence 
given by witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, two charges of travelling on a 
motor bus without paying his fare, 
brought ugainst Chan Wing-cheung, 
described as assistant manager of the 
Universal Trading Company, Per 
cival~Street—were dismissed” by-Mr, 
T. J. Houston at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday. 

The prosecution alleged that Chan 
boarded China Motor. bus No. 642 
outside the Star Ferry wharf, on 
March 24, about 4.45 p.m. As the bus 
was {ull, Chan stood in the first- 
class compartment. 

When the bus was near Arsenal 
Street, in Wanchai, a ticket inspector 
j}entercd the vehicle and asked the 
passengers for their tickets.

The skies were 
blue—until the bolt came, And no 
Department was, scemingly, more 
astonished than the Forelgm Office. 

The newspapers reported a week 
beforchand that the next move 
would be fn Memel.

Albania’s Appeal 


Mr. Chomberlaln suid that on 
April 8 the Albaninn Minister, 
appenled to the British Govern- 
ment to do its utmost in - ald 
of «a small _ nation desperately 
lrying to defend {ts own. territory. 
There was no doubt as to the general 
effect produced by the Italian action 
In Albania, Public opinfon through- 
out the world hus been profoundly 
shocked ‘by a fresh exhibition of the 
use of foree. 


Rightly or wrongly the stories of 
oppression of Jtalisns in Albania 
were regarded with doubt and sus- 
picion, A powerful nation had im- 

sed its will on a small and relative- 
ly defenceless country by an imposing 
show of artned force, 

The Premier detailed the repre- 
sentations in emphatic terms by 
Britain to the Itallan Government 
and of repented British attempts to 
obtuin Information on Italian inten- 
tions. 

He announced a pledge _of support 
against . aggression to Greece and 
Rumonia. France, he added, con- 
curred In thls. 


The Agrcoment 


“In the country there is one ques- 
tlon we tirebound to asi ourselves, 
and that js how far ure the proceed- 


the Anglo-Italian agreement.” 
Recalling the preamble to ihe 
agreement, Mr. Chamberlain — said,

Forrest, Firat Magistrate, on a charge 
of assault ovcasioning gricvous bodily 
parm, Complainont was Tam Sing, 
and it was ntated that the assault 
took place in Locishart Road on 

* March 6. 

Mr. Peter H. Sin, for appellant, 
said the appeal was brought oa the 
ground that there was no evidence 
to support the conviction. He asked 

_ the Court to disregard — the notes 
which the Magistrate had put at the 
end of the depositions, because they 
were inserted after the appeal had 
been fodyed. _ 

His Lordship remarked that the 
notes referred to were not deposi- 
tons, and in any event they were 
immaterial, Complalnant had stated 
Ahat the hole in his Jacket was made 
by a knife, and it was therefore pro- 
per to Infer that the cut he had re- 
celved In the arm was made’by such 
a weapon. 

Mr. Sin submitted that In a 
eriminal case no such inference could 
be mude, Without the notes there 
was no evidence of wounding, and 
beenuse the jacket was cut it could 
not be Inferred that the skin was 
broken. 
* Counsel then quoted authorities to 
show what constituted a wound. He 
contended that the continuity of the 
skin must be broken before it could 
be regarded as a wound, a mere 
sernteh even though the bone under- 
neath might be broken, was not 
enough. Complainant had stated 
that he had never seen appellant be- 
fore stabbing, but there was no. evi- 
dence that the skin was broken or 
that any blood had come out of the 
wound. It might very well have 
“been a bruise, Further, there was 
no medical evidence as to the nature 
of the injury, and an Indian con- 
stable had testified that when he ap- 
proached the parties the complainant 
had made no mention of having been 
stabbed... 


Ample Evidence 


eM. J._B,. Prentis, Assistiint Crown 


Solicitor, submitted that there: was 
ample evidence to show | that the 
complainant had been cut in the arm 
and chest. The Magistrate was pere 
fectly justified in making the note 
that ‘a blood stained vest with a hole 
in it had been produced, and to infer 
from that that there had been a cut 
with a knife, 

After commenting that the Magis~ 
trate was perfectly entitled to muke 
notes referred to, his Lordship said 
the ense was unsatisfactory as the 

* police evidence was extreme sennty, 
no Knife hud been produced, nor was

“In the country there js one qucs- 
tlon we are bound to asit ourselves, 
and that is how far are the proceed- 
Ings In Albania in conformity with 
the Anglo-Italian agreement." ‘ 

Recalling the preamble to the 

agreement, Mr, Chamberlain sald, 
“Tam sure it will be felt in this coun- 
try and in the world that the action 
{oken by the Italians in Albaniu, 
so: for from contributing to the 
general couse of peace and security, 
must inevitably be a cause for fur- 
ther uncasiness and increase -inter- 
natlonal tension.” 
In regard to the status quo in the 
Mediterranean as set out in the 
agreement, Mr. Chamberlain sald, “It 
is with these ‘considerations In mind 
that Lord Perth ‘In Rome and Lord 
Halifax in London made it clear that 
the situation might well raise in-an 
acute form the whole question of 
maintenance of the status quo—o 
matter which formed so important 
an element in the Anglo-Italian 
agreement. - 

“The Adriatic Is certalnly a part 
of the Mediterrancan ond the Italfan 
Government cannot claim that we are 
not concerned.” 


Ciano’s Assurance 


The Premier recalled that on April 
7 Count Ciono stated that the Itallan 
Government fully intended to respect 
the independence and integrity of 
Albania and the sidtus quo in the 
Mediterrancan. On April 9° the 
Italians were informed that although 
Britain has taken note of these and 
other assurances, “we are gravely 
concerned at the reports of the sud- 
den invasion of Albania and found it 
diMcult to belicve that if the situa- 
tlon between Italy and Albania was 
as described by Count Ciano, the dif- 
ferences were incapable of solution 
by negotintlon, Moreover we found it 
more dificult to understand how It is 
possible to reconcile the Itallan land- 
ing in Albania with the maintenance 
of the independence and integrity of 
Albania.” 


» Frank Explanation 


Lord Perth had told Count Cinno 
that” Britain’ felt they“ were“ entitled 
to the franlcest and fullest explana- 
tion regarding .the Albanian  situa- 
tion and Italy's future intentions. 
Lord Perth added that the explana- 
tlons had caused His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment profound misgiving and 
‘vould not satlsfy public opinion In 
this country." (Cheers). 

“When pressed by Lord Perth to 
state. Italy’s: future intentions Count 
Clano stated, ‘These “would depend 
upon the wishes of the Albanian 
peopic.'" 4 : 

Mr, ,Chamberlain added, “It Js 
clear from the latest news that the 
Albanian Provincia} Administrative 
Council has now offered the crown 
to the King of Italy. We-must await 
the acquiescence of the Italian ‘Gov- 
ernment to this offer.” Whatever 
the outcome, His Majesty's Govern- 


Ament find it difficult in the extreme 


to. reconcile what happened in 
Albania with what was contemplated 
by the Anglo-Italian Agreement. 
“It is not only the future of Albania 
that is at stake. (Cheers).- 

The sense of disquict and un- 
ensinesa has been felt not only in 
adjacent areas but in other countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean or 
included in the Balkan Peninsula. 

I will not trouble the House with 
elaborate detalls, but I will give 
proof of this fact. 


Question: Of Corfu 
When the Itallan Charge d’Affatres 
saw Lord Halifax on April 11 he told 
him, among other things that Greece 
and’ Yugo-Slavia were perfectly 
calm. Later, in an interview Lord 
Halifax informed the Italian Charge 
d’Afgfaircs that the British Govern- 
ment: had no intention of oc- 
cupying Corfu, but would take a 
very grave _ viow-"if_ anybody else 
occupied it. (cers). : 
Later ‘we learned from the British 
Minister at Athens that the informa- 
tlon had reached the Greek Govern- 
ment ‘that Italy was intending to 
occupy Corfu in the near future, and 
this information’ was | subsequently 
confirmed by the Greek Minister in

Lord Halfax saw the Italian Charge

After describing how the Italian 
Charge “d'Affaires had given him 5 
pertonal assurance that Italy had no 
intention of .occupying- Corfu, the 
Premicr went on to say: 

“Later the same day, the Italian 
Charge Affaires called with a 
message from Signor Mussolini, and 
gave a renewed assurance that Italy 
intended to respect the territorial and 
Insular territory of Greece. _ 

“This particular story (respecting 
Corfu) has now been discredited, yct, 
as I said on a previous occasion, once 
confidence is shaken it is not easily 
re-established. His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment feels.that it hns both a duty 
and o- service-to perform-by Icaving 
no doubt in the mind ‘of anybody ns 
to Its position, 

"I therefore take this opportunity 
of saying that His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment attaches the greatest import- 
ance to the avoidance of disturbance 
by threats of-force, or threats In the 


status quo of ihe Mediterrancan and 
the Balkan Penlnsula. 


_ Meet War With War 


“Consequently, the Government has 
come to the conclusion that in the 
event of any .action which clearly 
threatened the. independence - of 
Grecce and Rumania, and which the 
Greek ond Rumanian governments 
respectively consider vital to resist 
by their national forces, His Majesty's 
Jovernment would feel Stself bound 
at once to lend the Greek and 
Rumania Governments all the support 
In its power. (Cheers). 

We are communicating this de- 
slaration to the governments directly 
concerned, and to others. I under- 
stand the French Government Is 
making a-simflar declaration. 


Dominions’ Support 


“The Dominion governments, as 
always, are being continually inform- 
ed of all the developments, I only 
want to ard one or two observations. 

“So far as Iam concerned, nothing 
thot has happened has altered my 


conviction that the policy of . Hist 


Majesty's Government in signing the 
Anglo-Italian agreement a year ago 
was right. (Cheers), I don't say 
that In order to raise a controversy, 
but in order to avoid misunderstand. 
ing in my present attitude, 

“I frankly confess deep disappoint- 
ment in the action of the Itallan 
Government. No doubt, some will 
say that we should now declare the 
Anglo-Italian agreement to be con- 
sidered at an end, but 1 don't take 
that view. 

“Nobody with a sense of responsi- 
bility’ can, in these days, Ughtly do 
anything” which woul lead: to 
inerensed international’ tension. I 
believe, therefore, that there is a 
widespread desire to see the fulfll- 
ment of the provisions of that agree- 
ment, and naturally, in view of recent 
events, ~ it-is -to -the--Italian-Govern- 
ment that-1 look for practical 
evidence that they share that desire. 
(Cheers). : 


Italians In Spain 


“Reference hos been made to the 
evacuation of Italian voluntcers from 
Spain. During the course of the 
recent exchanges, we were informed 
that the Itallans would be withdrawn 
after the Madrid victory parade. 
The Government always regarded 
the withdrawal of Italian volunteers 
from Spain as a vital element of the 
Anglo-Italian agreement. 2 

“We have exercised patience for a 
long period in spite of the many 
disturbances In.our, efforts to remove 
suspicion, promote goodwill, and to 
keep the peace, and I am not willing 
io palcse these efforts won't bear 

ruil. 

“I hope Members will not assume 
that because I have not mentioned 
Russia that we are not keeping in 
close touch with the representatives 
of Russia. We have a very ‘difficult 
task to perform. We have to con- 
sider not only what we wish, but also 
what other people are willing to do, 
I ask the House to believe, that 
without any prejudice, and without 
any preconceived ideological notions, 
we are endeavouring to the utmost 
of our ability to marshal the forees 
which still favour peace. . 


Stiffen Attitude 


“I say to-day, that we must stiffen 
our resolution, not only to make our- 
selves strong to defend ourselves, but 
also to play our part in siding with 
those who, if faced by aggression or 
threatencd with the loss, of thelr 
freedom, detide ‘to resist—Retiter.

Had he won this ninth game, the 
echaumpion’s position would have been 
precarious Indeed, As it was .Tsul 
won this game for the sect, and with 
his confidence regained, he began to 
assert himself..

Bringing his wide range of strokes 
into full play, he drew away in the 
final set and won comparatively 
easily, He was in full cry by now, 
and showed how well he can play 
when he [5s on top, breaking down 
Rumjahn's resistance with o barrage 
of unreturnable shots. 

From the point of view of good. 
tennis, this match wus the best played 
in tho singles champlonship to date. 
Some of the rallles were really first- 
class, especially in the first set when 
oth were fresh. If the. game was 
not so even In the. last two sets, this 
deficiency was compensated by the 
brilliance of Tsui's play, :

Gr disturbing fact has emerged 
from the crises of the past six 
months, That is the apparent blind- 
ness of the British Foreign Office to

The Foreign Minister, Lord Hall- 
fax, could not have chosen a more

Lord Halifax announced on March

The newspapers reported n week 
beforehand that the next move 
would be in Meme]. Their announce- 
ment was. deplored as unofficial 
speculation. But they were right. 

The newspapers gave warning four 
days beforehand that Italy would 
march into Albania. Here in Hong- 
kong, we received - protests for 
publishing such speculation. But the 
news agencies which supplicd us 
with the news knew more, apparent- 
ly, than the British Government, 
which, as Mr. Chamberlain edmitted 
Jast night, relicd on assurances to 
the contrary by Count Clano,
